•een discovered by Alfred Nobel of 
.Sweden and its experimental tests mad< 
in the preceding' year. Nobel created i. 
to take the pla.-e of the untamed nitro 
glycerin which had ap|>ealcd the worl^ 
for several years with its grim trage 
dies. Tbe inventor had lost his fatliei 
and brother when his nitroglycerin fac 
tory hail blown up ;i few years befor' 
his discovery. Its death toll was such 
that England, Oelgium and Sweden for- 
liaile its nianufai-ture. The world w.i- 
aroused when, as a climax tn its record 
a -liip loailed with iiitro glycerin, lde\ 
up in mid ocean while uu Us way from 
Europe to Chili, and the governments 

weri' on the point of pr-di i bi I iii^' its um- 
It was then that .N'obel lic;;aii his ex 
periineiits toward taming iiilrn>.'lycerii 
— and created dynamite, or "giant pow- 
der" as it wan first called in tho Uniten 
States. Ill his wniMwiile prnpa'j.ind 
to convince guveruiueuts that dyniimiti 
was a safe explosive, the inventor cam 
to .Aiiii'rica. It was while he was regi.* 
tcred ai a small hotel in New York thai 
he casiii'lly exclaimed to the hotel .-Icrl 
that his satchel contained dyuaiuito. 
The clerk trmly ordered Nobel to seek 
dher quarters, and was relieved wheri 
he went, out of the iloor.
